MISTAKEN IDEA THAT  — | 
BANKS HAVE MONEY : | Bey) 


In the survey of conditions of industry and employment one of 
the papers quoted by the Literary Digest denounces the bankers and 
says “they must loosen up their hoards of money. Factories must 
run, farmérs must have money, merchants must have money and as 
the bankers have it all tied up solving the uneniployed problem is up 
to them,” 


This curious idea about money in the banks seems to be a very 
|| wide-spread. It is like the superstitions of childhood which never 
wholly leave us, no matter how clearly they are disproved as we 
grow older. With money, one reason for it is that.as it is our mea- 
sure of valuey‘and the medium in which value is expressed, it is not 
always easy to realize that money is the shadow of wealth not the 
substance, that what we really exchange our goods and services for 
is not money, but other goods and services, money being used merely" 
to facilitate the exchange, It is in this way the bank uses money. 

The bank js a trader in credit, buying and selling credit just asa 
grocer buys and sells butter and eggs, the main difference being 
that the grocer buys from 'the few and sells to the many, while the 
bank buys from many-and sells to the few. The same principles of 
merchandising myst govern in each case, but in the case of the bank 
rather more strictly than ‘with the grocer, as its obligations being 
moré scattered there can be no question of arranging a renewal of 
any of these obligations, The grocer with few creditors can, if sales 
are not as prompt as expected, arrange to extend some of his pay- 
ments. The bank cannot, but must pay its obligations when called 
upon or close its doors. The bank. buys the credit in which it deals 
when it takes in deposits, and sells it when it makes a loan. It de- 
pends on the repayment of its loans to pay its depositors. A bank 
does not manufacture credit in the sense of creating it. All it does is 
to take the raw material of credit-deposits—and give it a warranty, 
making it available. wherever it can operate’ either through jts 
branches or correspondents, 

As a Chairman of the london County 
Bank of London stated. ; 

“The part which banks play in-industry is, I.believe, much exag- 
gerated in popular opinion. It must always be-remembered that 
bankers do not-create wealth—it ts only within very narrow limits 
that they can create credit. Credit is based on production and sav- 
ings which increase bank deposits: the function of banks is mainly 
directive. They can influence in one direction or another * the em- 
ployment of funds whigh their customers place with them, but in the 
amount of credit which they can dispose of they are neither creators 
nor free agents; the :

Follow 
ing that the lists were revised by 
the County judges, or others ap- 
pointed for that purpose and af- 
ter the final revision no names 
can be added and only — those, 
whose names are on the revised 
list, can vote, 

In all municipalities with a 
population less than 2500 and in 
all ‘rural sections the proceedure 
is somewhat diffetent. Registrars 
were appointed and it is their 
duty to prepsre a list from the 
municipal lists.or any other avail- 
able source. Persons who ° are 
entitled to vote, may have their 
names placed on the list at any 
time until they are handed over 
to the Deputy Returning Officer, 
Even after that on the day of 
voting any jperson — eligible to 
vote, if vouched for bya person 
whose name is on the list. may 
swear in their vote and it will be 
vote. Women, who are voting for 
the first time are also reminded 
that the ballot is absolutely 
secret and no oie-need know how

Some Wireless Problems 


Scientists Investigating Difficulty of 

Sending. Messages From West to 

’ East : 

Not the least of several curious 
problems which are being investigated 
by scientists, according to an expert 
at the Marconi House, in London, Eng- 
land, is: Why is it so difficult to send 
messages across Spain from west to 
east, when to send them from north 
to south is a comparatively. simple 
matter? , 

Wireless messages received at Sol- 
ler, in Southeast Spain, from points 
further north are perfectly intelligible. 
Yet those sent from stations west of 
Soller are rarely, if received 
clearly. 

The suggestion has been made that 
mineral deposits in the mountains 
absorb the wireless waves, but this 
‘hardly satisfies the experts, who want 
to know whiy, if this theory is correct, 
it does not apply to 
from other directions. 

Another puzzling feature about wire- 
less is the way in which it is affected 
by sunrise and sunset. 
| Signals received in England from 
‘America during the day are invariably 
clear. At sunrise, however, they are 
barely distinguishable, miany not be- 
ing received at all. 
| Similarly, wireless waves sent out 
from Paris at sunset behave in a most 
erratic At one moment a 
message may be quite pain; ‘at an- 
other it may fide away almost enttre- 
ly, so that the receiving apparatus 
often fails, so to speak, to grasp it.

If Nations Stick Together “Civilization 
: Wiil Live” Says Earl Beatty 
_ “So long as the United States and 
Great Britain ‘stick together,’ ciViliza- 
tion will live,” Earl Beatty, admiral of 
the British fleet, declared at the first 
reunion of the British and. United 
States officers who served with him 
during the war in.the Grand Fleet. 
The re-union was’ at a dinner attend- 
ed by 75 officers of the two navies, in- 
cluding all ranks from ddmiral to en- 
sign. 

Rear-Admiral Rodman, who com: 
manded the United States forces 
which were attached to the Grand 
Fleet, acted as toastmaster, and in re- 
ply to Earl Beatty’s declaration, ex- 
pressed the hope that the British and 
Unjted States navies might “always 
stand together.”
